The object of Toe Srare Norman ScuHoor is 
the systematic and thorough training of Teachers 
for the Common Schools of this State. The 
course of study and methods of instruction are 
such as have been found to be best adapted to 
this purpose. 


Conditions of Admission. 


1. Applicants must be at least fifteen years 
of age. 

2. They are expected to sustain a good exami- 
nation in Reading, Spelling, Writing, Geogra- 
phy, Arithmetic, and the elements of English 
Grammar, 

8. They must be willing, if admitted, to de- 
elare, in writing, their intention to teach in the 
Common Schools of this State for at least two 
years ; sign an agreement to report themselves to 
the Principal semi-annually, by letter, for the 
aforesaid period of two years after having left 
the Institution; and also to obey all the regula- 
tions prescribed for its government during their 
connection with it. 
= 4. Candidates should be present promptly at 
the opening of the term. THEY WILL Nor BE 
RECEIVED FOR LESS THAN ONE TERM, and once 
admitted, they will be entitled to the privileges 
of the School until honofably discharged, or un- 
til their rights shall have been forfeited by un- 
authorized absence or other misconduct. 
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Privileges of Pupils. 


To persons designing to become Teachers in 
this State, and assuming the required obligations | 
to that end, tuition will be free. 

Books of reference on subjects collateral to the 
course of study are already secured, and maps, 
charts, and other means of illustration are fur- 
nished for the gratuitous use of students. Appa- 
ratus for a thorough course in experimental 
chemistry has been provided,’ and collections 
illustrating the Geology and Paleontology of 
Minnesota are in a forward state. A Gallery of 
Art, embracing collections of Statuary, Sketches, 
and copies of the works of the great masters, has’ 
already been opened, and will be freely used in 
the cultivation of the taste and the imagination. 
These museums and art galleries will be free at 
all times to the students of the School and their 
friends. 


Drawing and Penmanship. 


Special attention is given to Writing and 
Drawing. These branches are in charge of a 
graduate of the State Normal Art School of Bos- 
ton, Mass. Lessons in each are given daily and 
students are fitted to teach them thoroughly. All 
who enter the Normal School and remain a 
sufficient length of time will enjoy the advan- 
tages of the courses in this department, 


Vocal Culture. 


Vocal Music is taught daily to all the classes by 
Mrs. M A. W. Cooley, an able and successful 
teacher. 


The Theory and Practice of Teaching. 


This must be the special study of all who enter 
the Normal School. It is one thing to under- 
stand a subject; it is quite another thing to know 
how to lead others to a knowledge of it. To 
“keep a school” is an easy matter; but to teach, 
in the full sense of the term, to arouse the latent 
energies and draw out the faculties of the young, 
is one of the most complicated and difficult of all 
undertakings. Every effort will be made at the 
Normal School to lead the Student-Teacher into 
the path of true suceess. To this end, all subjects 
in the conrSe wil be taught with reference to being 
taught agaiu. The principles of education wiil 
be developed in the class and lectore room, and 
exemplified and practiced in the Model and Prac- 
tice Classes connected with the Institution. 
Every appliance which can tend to produce well 
qualified and successful teachers will be made to 
contribnte to this great end. 


Discipline. 

The discipline of this School is thorough and 
exact. No disorder or confusion will be allowed 
under any circumstances. Students who cannot 
cheerfully conform to the discipline will be 
promptly dismissed. 
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Boarding Accommodations. 


Good boarding is furnished by private families 
at from three and a half to four and a half dollars 
per week, including fuel and lights, but not wash- 
ing. Rooms can be rented for self-boarding, and 
the expense can thus be reduced to one-half the 
rates charged in families. Many of the students 
are now boarding themselves at a cost of one to 
two dollars per week. Others who have brought 
their furniture and provisions from home are ex- 
pending less than one dollar per week, including 
room rent.

It is of the highest importance to the success 
of our public schools that they should be supplied 
only with ableand skillful teachers.

The Advanc3d Course, for the preparation of 


Superintendents of Schools, of Principals and 
Teachers for Graded and High Schools, has al- 
ready been marked out. It will be entered upon 
as soon as there is a clear and healthfal demand 
for it. ; 

It is based upon the Elementary Course, and 
begins where that ends. Persons desirous of 
taking the higher course will be able, by carefully 
studying the foregoing outline of the elementary, 
to ascertain the pre-requisites for admission to it. 

Anticipating the necessity for such a course 
sovner or later, the Board has employed a corps 
of teachers abundantly qualified to carry it for- 
ward according to the most approved ideas of 
conducting the higher branches of education. 
The instructors in Chemistry and Physics, Math- 
ematies and Drawing, have spent two years in 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and 
the State Normal Art School in Boston, specially 
preparing themselves for their duties. Practice 
in the Physical and Chemical Laboratories, and 
in Instrumental Mathematics, is fully provided 
for. 
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Foreign Students. 


While it is the prime object of the State Nor- 
mal Schools to prepare teachers for the common 
‘schools of this State, yet applicants from other 
States will not be refused admission so long as 
the accommodations of the schools will permit 

Persons from other States not desiring to pledge 
themselves to teach in Minnesota for at least two 
years, will be received on the payment of a 
tuition fee of Ten Dollars per term, in advance, 
and supplying the prescribed text:books at their 
own expense, 

Turrton Pupits are charged $10 per term, in 
advance, and supplying their own books. 
Tuition pupils and students from other 
States are received subiect to the condition 
of vacating their seats whenever necessary to 
provide for those desiring to prepare to teach in 
this State.
